The UJ. Postal Service Is 
Chinking about maybe dis­ 
continuing Saturday mail 
delivery, but before it makes 
up its mind it wants to find 


out what Uke public thinks.

It bas paid for three public 
opiates surveys, sampling a 
so-called scientific cross 
section of the population, but 
the results have been con­ 
fusing. Eighty per cent of 
those polled said they could 
do without Saturday mail, but 
a majority said they weren't 
in favor of doing without. This 


bas the Postal officials 
confused. 
In fact, they’re so confused 
it never has occurred to them 
that they don't have to hire a 
private polling firm to find 
out what we want. All they’d 
have to do Is use their own 
postal service. Just mall a 
ballot to every box-bolder in 
the country and let everybody 
vote on it, unless of course 
they figure it’d take too long 
to get the results back. 


One argument the Postal 
officials are using in favor of 
abolishing Saturday delivery 
ta that it would save an 
estimated 412 mutton dollars 
a year, a figure not to be 
sneered at. On the other 
hand, if they'd go whole hog 
and abolish matt service on 
the other five days of the 
weeks also, they could save 
12,060,000,000. In three or four 
hundred years that saving 
alone would wipe out the 


national debt. 
What we'd do with all those

Weevil Overwintering Survey to Be Token 


An 
overwintering 
boll 
weevil survey v ill be con­ 
ducted the next three weeks 
in Fisher and Jones counties. 
The purpose of this survey is 
to determine the numbers of 
boll weevils that have entered 
diapause or overwintering 
state for the coming winter. 
Samples taken will consist 
of (me square yard of leaf 
litter or turn-row trash. All 
the material in one square 


yard down to *4 inch below 
the soil surface 
should be 
taken and placed in a burlap 
or plastic bag to then be 
transported to the trash 
shaking machine. 
Areas that are the best to 
sample are those next to 
cotton fields. Hackberry, 
western soapberry, heavy 
ungraztd mesquite, shimmery 
oak and turn-row trash are 
the best types of habitat, 


however, at this time weevils 
may be found in almost any 
type of trash. 
Another survey will be 
taken during February in all 
areas that will be sampled 
during the next three weeks 
to determine the per coit 
winter mortality. 
All interested producers 
are invited to participate in 
this survey. It should be very 
beneficial in telling a story 


about the type of weevil 
pressure to expect in 1976. 
You can collect your own 
samples using the above 
described method or you can 
call or drop by David Finley, 
Richard Spencer or Kirby 
Claytons’ office or leave your 
name and the area that you 
wish to sample. Help gain 
some insight on next year and 
participate, it s free, Finley 
said.
